I P WA T TEE SOUTE INTENDS. 


It was commonly said during the wax that if the 
Sooth were beaten and the rebellion crushed, the 
people of the South would revolt igainst 
leaders, and a new set of men control Sonthem 
politics. The rule of the slaveholding class 
to be destroyed by the reestablishment of the 
Union. Every day shows that opinion a mistake. 
In the brief period since Andrew Johnson began 
his experiment of reconstruction, the South has 
had time to prove that she still believes in the re¬ 
bellion and in slavery, that she still means to save 
all she can of the latter, and to carry forward to an 
eventual triumph the principles of the former. 
Not only is slavery not dead, the rebellion is not 
dead. As it did not begin in 1861, it does not end 
in 1865. Only open war began and ended in those 
four years. Having tried craft for forty years, and 
being beaten in the effort to keep the government 
wholly on the side of slavery, the South 
tried force. Beaten on that issue, she still has no 
thought of surrendering the ideas for which she 
contended, but she goes back to craft and fraud 
now, just as readily as in 1861 she flew to arms.1 
The South, the Slaveholding class, the Aristocracy, 
still mean to rule this continent, and their leaders 
—the same leaders—withdraw their shattered 
legions from the battle-field they have lost, only to 
marshal them in a new effort for the possession of 
the Capital. Mr. Jefferson Davis, indeed, is not at 
this moment in a position to head this new political ■ 
movement, and there are others of the more prom¬ 
inent Southern men who will deem it prudent to 
keep a little while in the background, but they orl 
their representatives axe the real heads of the gen-| 
era!, concerted, and determined effort making by 
the Southern aristocracy to resume its supremacy 
in the national councils. 

Whoever has read attentively the evidence 
the condition of the South whieh our columns 
have presented for the last two months, does not 
need to ask for proofs of the temper and purpose 
that animate the lately insurgent States. But 
sider a little of the freshest testimony. Let us take 
the first State on which President Johnson, in his 
eager hope to conciliate Southern “loyalty,” be¬ 
stowed a Provisional Governor. Mr. Holden—• 
Governor hecannot legally be—has employed his 
leisure in recommending a vast number of Rebels 
for pardons, and pardons have actually been issued 
to many. To so many, in fact, that it is suddenly 
found that the Convention whieh Mr. Holden 
empowered to call is likely to be taken possession 
of by those pardoned and nominally repentant 
Rebels, Mr. Holden is left in a dilemma. If he 
suffers his Convention to meet, he will find him¬ 
self and his party summarily dispossessed of power. 
If he does not permit it to assemble, he disregards 
the purpose of his appointment and the direction 
of the President. The Raleigh Progress affirms 
that “the leading Rebels, who are daily receiving 
pardons, are still more defiant and disloyal than 
before. Comprising the public men of the State, 
thpy have all been designated as delegates to the 
coming State Convention, which body, it is known 
they will control. The negroes and Union | 
the special objects of their hatred, whose protection 
depends entirely upon the enforcement of the Con-|j 
fiscation law, which disarms only the disloyal, who 
will be beyond the reach of the Federal authori¬ 
ties as soon as the new State government is inau¬ 
gurated. It is understood that this element, who 
...hold State securities for upwards of forty millions 
of dollars, contracted since the rebellion for 
purposes, will make a strong effort to have the same 
assumed, by not providing against it in the new 
Constitution, but leaving it to future legislation. 
Owing to this unexpected exhibition of disloyalty 
and vindictive arrogance, the Union 
deavoring to have the call fox a Stat 
delayed until after Congress meets.” 

Another Unionist near akin to Mr. Holden, the 
Hon. Wm. A. Graham, “ex-member of toe Rebel 
Senate and the political leader of this State, who is. 
to be a delegate to toe coming State Convention, 
says that under np circumstances wiU 'he consent ip 
the return of North Carolina into the Union if the ne¬ 
gro suffrage question is,made a condition. ” Another, 
“J. H. P. Russ, of Raleigh, who has recently re¬ 
ceived a federal appointment, and who has been 
designated to represent a district in Congress, and 
also in the approaching State Convention, defines 
his position on toe slavery question by saying that 
if he had the power he would reenslave every slave who 
is now free.” So much for North Carolina. 

Look at Virginia. Richmond has just elected a 
Mayor so ostentatiously disloyal that he has to be 
displaced by a military order declaring toe election 
void. The Petersburg News and the Richmond 
Whig were shortly before suppressed by that same 
military power—exercised, we suppose, in pur¬ 
suance of toe constitutional law of Virginia, which 
made it impossible for toe President to permit the 
negro to vote. Gen. Turner truly alleges in his 
order that, “ with but few exceptions, all the officers 
elected at said municipal election have been promi¬ 
nent and conspicuous in inaugurating and sustain¬ 
ing the rebellion; and toe issue was distinctly 
made and openly avowed at said election as be¬ 
tween those men who had aided and abetted in the 
war against the United States authority and those 
who had with their lives defended the flag of our 
country.” At least two of the Richmond papers 
openly defend toe election. The Bulletin says : 

“ The election of yesterday simply means that the 
people of Virginia, so far at least as Richmond can be 
taken as a representative of that people, turn not with 
the spirit of the craven and the renegade from opinions 
which their kith and kin have died for.” 

In the same tone was the speech of Gov. Perry 
of South Carolina, which we published last week. 
With similar purpose we find Gov. Sharkey of 
Mississippi reappointing all the rebel civil officers of 
certain classes. In Alabama the ‘ * loyal ” citizens as¬ 
semble to memoralize Gov. Parsons in favor of ap¬ 
pointing loyal men to offiees, and toe meetings are 
monopolised by Rebels who declare that toe offices 
are already filled by persons elected under toe Rebel 
State Constitution. 

We might go on to any extent with evidence of j 


likely to injure its future prospect in the Southern 
States. At this moment the Copperhead journals 
of Ehe North are fighting their old battle for toe 
South by defending toe theories of State sovereign¬ 
ty, the good conduct of toe rebel leaders, toe 
heroism-of the rebel Generals. Mr. Charles O’Gon- 
volunteers as counsel for Jefferson Davis, and 
other friends of toe imprisoned Rebel gather this 
very week in Broad street, New York, and appoint 
a committee “to raise funds for toe object stated 
in-toe call, to consult with Charles O’Conor, Esq. 
of counsel, and to adopt such other measures a 
may be necessary to hasten on a trial of parties'so 
unjustly incarcerated by the United States Govern¬ 
ment.” 

“At that meeting Messrs. Cutler, Tucker and Livingston 
were the principal speakers. They all regarded the failure 
of tke rebellion as but temporary: it had failed only because 
it was overpowered. The spirit that originated it Still lives. 
And by the assistance of their friends at the North it 
can be successful in another way. Mr. Livingston as¬ 
sured his friends that Alabama would be represented in 
Congress by none who were not sand and body in favor of 
Southern independence ; that the execution of Mrs. Surratt | 
had excited toe indignation of toe world against the ad¬ 
ministration ; and that under this condemnation the 
government dare not thrust Mr. Davis to a trial, unless it 
was forced upon them by public opinion. 

. “ Mr. Livingstonisnowonhis way to Europe to assure 
the friends of Soutlwm independence there of final success. 
The plan,gf operation is changed, but success is certain. 
He expects to raise funds in Europe for the furtherance 
of the cause. Mr. Livingston said that in a short time 
any person who would regard the course of the South 
l its recent effort as treasonable, Would be looked'Upon 
3 a madman or a fool.”

I read, under date Washington, July 19th : “About 
150 applications for pardon were received by the Attor¬ 
ney-General to-day. Among them were toe petitions of 
Lieut-Gen. Forrest of rebel cavalry and Fort Pillow 
notoriety, W. B. Brooks, ex-rebel Senator from 
sippi, etc., etc.”

To be selected by a great community as the repre¬ 
sentative of what is highest in their minds, their con¬ 
sciences, and then understandings—of their sincere 
convictions and their patriotic sentiments—is one of 
the highest honors which it is possible for the citizen 
of a free country to receive.

First, perhaps if I had the choice I would rather be 
honest than be elected—and second, that perhaps the 
electors of Westminster have a taste for honesty and 
may think that the man who deals honestly with them 
before he is elected is the more likely person to deal 
honestly with them after he is elected. Of one thing I 
am sure—that the most practical thing in the world is 
honesty. I am here as the candidate of advanced Liber¬ 
alism and I should like to tell you what in my estima¬ 
tion these words mean. A Liberal is he who looks for¬ 
ward for his principles of government; a Tory looks 
backward. A Tory is of opinion that the real model of 
government Hes somewhere behind us in the region of 
the past, from which we are departing farther and far¬ 
ther.

He probably thinks that we have not yet 
arrived at the perfect model of government—that it Hes 
before ns and not behind us—that we are too far from 
it to he able to see it distinctly except in outline, but 
that we can see very clearly in what direction it lies— 
not in the direction of some new form of dependence, 
hut in the emancipation of the dependent classes—more 
freedom, more equahty, and more responsibffity of each 
person to himself. That, gentlemen, iB the first article 
oi my poHtical creed. Now for toe second. Believing 
as I do that poHtical institutions are, or ought to fee, in 
a state of progressive advance ; that it is toe very nature 
of progress to lead us to recognise as truths What we do 
not as yet see to be truths ; believing also that it is pos¬ 
sible to see a certain distance before us, aud be able to 
distinguish beforehand some of these truths of the 
future, and to assist others to see them—I certainly 
think there are froths which the time has now arrived 
for proclaiming, although the time may not yet have 
arrived for carrying them into effect That is what I 
mean by Liberalism. Does it follow that because a man 
sees something of to-morrow he can do nothing about 
to-day? That is what the dunces will tell you. I ven¬ 
ture to reverse the proposition. The only persons who 
can do for the present—who can judge safely for the 
day—are those who include to-morrow in their de- 


The foRowing words have a signifieancy in relation 
to other contests than that of Westminster 
Every friend of freedom and purity of election in the 
country is looking to you with anxious feelings.
